E the delegates of the people of the ftate 

of New-York, du! ¥xyGl° Gg and met 

in convention, having maturely confi- 
dered the conttitution for the United States of A- 
merica, agreed toon the feventeenth day of Sep- 
tember, in the year one thouland jeven hundred 
and eighty-feven, by the convention then affem- 
bled at Philadelphia, in the commonwealth 0) Pena- 
fylvania, (a copy whereof precedes thefe preients) 
and having alfoferivufly and deliberately contidered 
the prefent fituation of the United States, DO de- 
clare and make known 

That all power is originally vefted in and con- 
feqnently derived from the people, and that go- 
vernment is inflitured by them for their common 
intereit, protection and tecurity. 

That the enjoyments of lite, liberty, and the 
purfuits of happinefs are effenrial rights which e- 
very government cught to refpect and preterve. 

That the powers of government may be reaf- 
famed by the people, whenicever it fiall become 
necefiary to their happineis; that every power, 
jurifdiGiion and right, which is not by the iaid con- 
ftitution clearly delegated to the Congrefs of the 
United States, or the departments of the govern- 
ment thereof, reimains to the people of the teveral 
ftates, or to their refpective late governments, to 
whom they may have granted theiame ; and that 
thofe claufes in the faid conftitutien, which declare, 
that Congre‘s fhall not have or exercife certain 
powers, donot imply that Congres is entitled to 
any powers not given by the faid Conititation ; 
but fuch claufes are to be conilrued either as ex- 
ceptions to certain {pecified powers, or as inferted 
merely for greater caution. 

That the people have an equal, natural and un- 
alienable right, freely and peaceably to exercife 
their religion, according to the dictates of con- 
fcience ; and that no religious fe or focicty 
ought to be favored or eftabliihed by law, in pre- 
ference of others. 

That the people have a right to keep and bear 
arms; thata well-regulated militia, including the 
body of the people capable of bearing arms, is the 
proper, natural, and fafe defence of a free fate. 

That the militia fhould not be fabje& to martial 
law except in time of war, rebellion or infurrec- 
tion. 

That flanding armies in time of peace are dan- 
gerous to liberty, and ought not to be kept up, 
except in cafes of neceflity, and that all times the 
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militia fhould be under ftri&t fubordination to the 
civil power. 

Thatintime of peace no foldier ought to be 
quartered in any houfe without the conient of the 
owner; and in time of war only by the civil ma- 
giitrate, in {uch manner as the laws may direct. 

That no perion ought to be taken, impriioned 
or difieized ot his freehold, or be exiled or depriv- 
ed ot his privileges, franchiies, life, liberty or 
property, but by due proceis of law. 

That no perion ought to be put twice in jeopar- 
dy of hie or limb tor one and the fame off-nce, 
nor, uniefs in cafe of impeachment, be punithed 
more than once for the fame offence. 

Tat every perion reftrained of his liberty is en- 
titled to an enquiry into the lawfulnefs of tuch 
reltaint, and to a removal thereot it unlawful, and 
that {uch enquiry and removal ought not to be de- 
nied or deiayed, except when, on account of pub 
lic danger, the Congreis thall iulpend the privi- 
lege of the writ of Habeas Corpus. 

Chat exceflive bail ought not to be required ; 
nor exceflive fines impoled ; nor cruel or unulual 
punifhments inflicted. 

That (except in the government o/ the land and 
naval iorces, dnd of the militia whenin aétual fer- 
vice, and in cales of impeachment) a preientment 

4% indiétment by a grand jury ought to be oblerved 

a necefiary prelimi nary to the trial of all crime 
cognizable by the judiciary of the United States ; 
and fuch trial thould be fpeedy, public, and by a 
impartial jury of the county where the crime was 
committed ; and that no perfon can be found guil- 
ty without the unanimous confent of fuch jury. 
But in cafes of crimes not committed within any 
county of any of the United States, and in cafes 

of crimes committed withia any county in which a 
general iniurre¢ction may prev ail, or which may be 
in the poffeffion of a foreign enemy, the enquiry 
and trial may bein fuch county as the Congrefs 
fhall by law dire& ; which county in the two cafes 
lat menticned, fhould be as near as conveniently 
may beto that county in which the crime may have 
bee committed. And that in all criminal pro- 
fecutions, the accufed ought to be informed of the 
caufe and nature of his accufation, to be confront- 
ed with his accufers and the witneffes againft him, 
to have the means of producing his witnefles, and 
the affiftance of council for his defence, and fhould 
not be compelled to give evidence againft himielf. 

That the trial by jury in the extent that it ob- 
tains by the common law of England, is one of 
the greateft fecurities to the rights of a free peo- 
ple, and ought to remain inviolate. 

That every freeman has a right to be fecure 
from all unreafonable-fearches and feizrres of his 
perion, his papers or his property ; and therefore, 
that all warrants to fearch fufpeted places, or feize 
any freeman, his papers or property, without in- 
formation upon oath or affirmation of fufficieat 
caufe, are grievous and oppreffive ; and that all 

general warrants (for fachin which the place or 
perfon fufpected are not particularly delignated) 
are dangerous and ought not to be granted, 
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That the people have a right peaceably to affem™ 
ble together to coniult for their common good, of 
to initruct their repreientatives, and that every per- 
fon has a right to petition or apply to the le- 
giflature for redreis of grievances. 

That the freedom of the Prefs ought not to be 
violated or reftrained. 

That there fhould be once in four years, an e- 
le&tion of the prefident and vice-prefident, fo that 
no officer who may be appo anted by the Congrets 
to act as prefident, in cate of the removal, deat h, 
refignation or inability of the prefident and vice- 
pretident, can in any cafe continu to act beyor d 
the termination of the period tor which the laft pre- 
fident and vice-pretudeut were elected. 

Phat nothing contained in the faid conftitution, 
is to be conitrued to prevent the legiflature of any 
{tate from pafling laws at its difcretion, from time 
to time, to divide iuch flate into convenient dif- 
tricts, and to apportion its repreientatives to, and 
amongft fuch difiricts. 

That the prohibition contained in the faid confti- 
tution, againtt ex po facto laws, extend only to 
laws Concerning Crimes. 

‘That all appeals in caufes, determinable ac- 
cording tothe courle of the common law, ought to” 
be by writ of error, and not otherwife, 

That the judicial power of the United States, in 
cafes in which a ftate may be a party, does not 
extend to criminal profecutions, or to authorize 
any fuit, by any ceo againit a flate. 

Phat the judicial power of the United States, as 
to controverfies between citizens of the fame itate, 
claiming lands under grants of different ftates, is 
not to be conflrued to extend to any other con- 
troverfies between them, except thofe which re- 
late to fuch lands, foclaimed, uader granis of dif. 
ferent ftates. 

That the jurifdiction of the fupreme court of the 
United States, or any other court to be inftituted 
by the Congrefs, is not in any cafe to be increafed, 
enlarged, or extended by any fiction, collufion or 
mere juggeition ; and that no treaty isto be con- 
ftrued, fo to operate, as toalter the conilitution 
of any ftate. 

UNDER thefe om shoe te 
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ynot be abridged or violated, 
and th. it the explanations aforefaid are confifteat 
with the faid co and in confidence that 
the amendments which fhall have been propoted

ture of the United States, or any of them, within 
this fate, ardent {pirits excepted; and that the 
Congrefs will not lay direct taxes within this ftate, 
but when the monics arifing from the impoft and 
excife fhall be infufficient for the public exigencies, 
nor until congrefs fhall firft have made a requifi- 
tion upon this ftate to afleis, levy and pay the a- 
mount of fuch requifition made agreeably to the 
cenfus fixed in the faid conftitution, in inch way 
and manner as the legiflature of this ftate fhall 
judge beft ; but that in fuch cafe, if the ftate fhall 
neglect or refufe to pay its proportion puriuant to 
fuch requifition, then the Congrefs may affefs and 
levy this ftate’s proportion, together with interett 
at the rate of fix per centum per annum, from the 
time at which the fame was required to be paid.

AND the convention do, in the name and be- 
half of the people of the ftate of New-York enjoin 
it upon their reprefentatives in the Congrefs,to exert 
all their influence and ufe all reafonable means to 
obtain a ratification of the following amendments 
to the jaid conftitution in the manner prefcribed 
therein y and in all laws to be paffed by the Con- 
grefs in the mean time, to conform to the fpirit 
of the faid amendments as far as the conftitution 
will admit. 

That there fhall be one reprefentative for every 
thirty thoufand inhabitants, according to the enu- 
meration or cenfus mentioned in the conititution, 
until the whole number of reprefentatives amounts 
to two hundred ; after which that number fhall be 
continued or encreafed, but not diminifhed, as 
Congrefs fhall direct, and according to fuch ra- 
tio as the Congrefs fhall fix, in contormity to the 
rule prefcribed for the apportionment of reprefen- 
tatives and direé& taxes. 

That the Congrefs do not impofe any excife on 
any article (except ardent fpirits) of the growth, 
production or manufature of the United States, or 
any of them. 

That Congrefs do not lay dire&t taxes, but when 
the monies arifing from the impoft and excife hall 
be infuficient for the public exigencies, nor then, 
until Congrefs fhall firft have made a requifition up- 
on the ftates, to affefs, levy and pay their refpec- 
tive proportion of fuch requifition, agreeably to 
the cenius fixed in the faid conftitution, in fuch way 
and manner, as the legiflature of the refpective 
ftates fhall judge beft and in fuch cafe, ifany ftate 
fhall neglect or refufe to pay its proportion, pur- 
fuant to fuch requifition, then Congrefs may affefs 
and levy fuch ftate’s proportion, together with in- 
tereft, at the rate of fix per centum, per annum, 
from the time of payment, prefcribed in fuch re- 
quifition. 

That the Congrefs fhall not make or alter any 
regulation, in any ftate, refpecting the times, 
places and manner of holding eleétions for fenators 
or reprefentatives, unicfs the legiflature of fuch 
ftate thall neglect or refufe to make laws or regu- 


lations for the purpofe, or from any circumftance, 
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fion in the premifes ; provided that ansre's may 
prefcribe the time for the election OF reprefenta- 
tives. 

That no perfons, except natural born citizens, 
or fuch as were citizens on or before the fourth 
day of July, 1776, or fuch as held commiflions 
under the United States during the war, and have 
at any time, fince the fourth of July, 1776, be- 
come citizens of one or other of the United States, 
and who fhall be freehol_ers, fhall be eligible to 
the places of Prefident, Vice-Prefident, or mem- 
bers of either houfe of the Congrefs of the United 
States. 

That the Congrefs do not grant monopolies, or 
erect any company with exclufive advantages of 
commerce. 

That no Randing army or regular troops fhall 
be raifed, or kept up in time of peace, without 
the content of two thirds of the fenators and repre- 
entatives pretent in each houte, 

Chat no money be borrowed on the credit of the 
United States without the affent , 
the fenators and reprefentatives 
houlte. 

That the Congrefs fhall not declare war with- 
out the concurrence of two-thirds of the fenators 
ind repreientatives prefent in each houfe. 

That the privilege of the Habeas Corpus thall 
not by any law be fufpended for a longer term than 
fix months, or until twenty days after the meet- 
ing of the Congreis next following the pafling the 
act for fach fufpenfion, 

That the right of the Congrefs to exercife ex- 
clafive legiflation over fuch difti€, not exceed- 
ing ten miles fquare, as may by teffion of a parti- 
cular ftate, and the acceptance of Congrefs, be- 
come the feat of the government of the United 
States, fhall not be fo exercifed as to exempt the 
inhabitants of fuch diftrict from paying the like 
taxes, impofts, duties and excifes, as fhall be im- 
pofed on the other inhabitants of the ftate in which 
fuch diitrict may be; and that no perfon fhall be 
privileged within the faid diftri@ from arreft for 
crimes committed, or debts contracted out of the 
faid diftrict. 

That the right of exclufive legiflation with ref- 
pect to fuch places as may be purchafed for the 
erection of forts, magazines, arfenals, dock-yards 
and other needful buildings, fhall not authorile the 
Congrefs to make any Jaw to prevent the laws of 
the ftates refpectively in which they may be, from 
extending to fuch places in all civil and criminal 
matters, except as to fuch perfonsas fhall be in 
the fervice of the United States; nor to them 
with refpe& to crimes committed without fuch 
places. 

That the compenfation for the fenators and re- 
prefentatives be afcertained by ftanding laws ; and 
that no alteration of the exifting rate of compen- 
fation fhall operate for the benefit of the reprefen- 
tatives, until after a fubfequent election fhall have 
been had. 

That the Journals of Congrefs fhall be publith- 
ed at leaft once a year, with the exception of fuch 
parts relating to treaties of military operations, as 
in the judgment of cither houfe fhall require fe- 
crecy ; and that both houfes of Congrefs fhall al- 
ways keep their doors open during their feifions, 
unlefs the bufinefs may in their opinion require fe- 
crecy. Thatthe yeas and nays fhall be entered 
on the Journals whenever two members in either 
houfe may require i. 

That no capitation tax fhall ever be laid by the 
Congrefs. 

That no perfon be eligible as a fenator for more 
than fix yearsin any term of twelve years; and 
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that the legiflatures of the refpettive tates may re- 
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call their fenators or either of them, and ele@ o- 
thers in their ftlead, to ferve the remainder of the 
time tor which the fenators fo recalled were ap- 
pointed. 

‘Phat no fenator or reprefentative fhall, during 
the time jor which he was eleéted, be appointed to 
any office under the authority of the United 
States. 

That the authority given to the executives of 
the ftates to fill the vacancies offenators be abo- 
lifhed, and that {uch vacancies be filled by the ref- 
pective legifltures. 

That the power of Congrefs pafs uniform laws 
concerning bankruptcy, ihail only extend to mer- 
chants and other traders ; and that the ftates ref- 
pectively may pats laws for the relief of other in- 
iclvent debtors. 

That no perton fhall be eligible to the office of 
prefident of the United States, a third time. 

That the executive fhall not grant pardons for 
treafon, unlets with the confent of the Congrefs ; 
but may at his diicretion, grant reprieves to per- 
fons convicted of treaion, until their caules can be 
laid before Conerets. 

That the pretident or per{cnexercifing his pow- 
for the time being, fhail not c my 
inthe field in perion, without the previous defire 
of the Conegrets. 
That ail letters patent, commifiions, pardons, 
writs and proceis of the United States, fhall run in 
the name of the People of the United States, anc 
tefted in the name of the preii the United 
States, or the pe rcifing his powers for the 
time being, forthe firtt judge of the court out of 
which the fame fhall iflue, as the cafe may be. 

That the Congreis fhall not conftitute, ordain, 
or eftablith any tribunals or inferior courts, with 
any other than appellate jurifdiction, except fuch 
as may be necefllary for the trial of caufes of admi- 
ralty, and maritime juriidiction, and for the trial 
of piracies and felonies committed on the high 
feas ; and inall other cafes, to which the judicial 
power of the United States extends, and in which 
the fupreme court of the United States has not ori- 
ginal jurifdi€tion, the caufes fhall be heard, tried, 
and determined, in fome oneof the ftate courts, 
with the right ofappeal to the fupreme court of 
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the United Sates, or other proper tribunal, to be 
eftablithed for that purpofe, by the Congrefs, with 
fuch exceptions, and under fuch regulations as the 
Congrefs fhall make. 

Thatthe court for the trial of impeachments 
fhall confift of the fenate, the Judges of the fu- 
preme court of the United States, andthe firft or 
fenior Judge, for the time being, of the highet 
court of genera! and ordinary common law jarif- 
diGtion, in each fate ; that the Congrefs fhall, by 
ftanding laws, defignate the courts in the refpec- 
tive ftates anfwering this defcription, and in fates 
having no courts exactly anfwering this deferipti- 
on, fhall defignate fome other court, preferring 

e, whofe Judge or Judges may 
uring good behavior : provided 
that no more than one Judge, other than Judges 
of the fupreme court of United States, thall 
come from one ftate. That the Congrefs be autho-~ 
rifed to pals laws for compenfating the fuid Judges 
for fuch fervices, and for compelling their attend- 
ance; and that a majority at leaft of the faid 
judges fhall be requifite to conftitute the faid court.

To the Honorable the Legiflature of the ftate of New- 
York in Senate ana Affembly convened ,e—t he 
memorial of Benjamin Clofe of Salem, in the coun- 
ty of Weftchefter, Humbly fheweth, 

HAT about 17 years ago, Benjamin Clofe, 
late of Salem inthe faid county, deceafed, 
the father of your memoralift, in confideration of 
certain fervices by him performed, gave your me- 
moralift forty acres of unimproved land, lying in 
Salem aforefaid, but never executed any convey- 
ance to him for the fame; your memoralift refted 
fatisfied under this parole grant, prefuming that 
his faid father (who was then an aged man) would 
at his deceafe, not only confirm the faid grant, but 
alfo make him fome further allowance out of his 
eftate by will. He accordingly went on the faid 
land and has made very confiderable improve- 
ments upon the fame ;—that fome time in the year 
1778, the faid Benjamin Clofe, deceafed, was fent 
within the Britifh lines by the commiffioners of 
confpiracies in faid county, for refufing to take 
the oath of abjuration, or as it was commonly call- 
ed, the teft oath; that the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceafed, died inteftate on the 25th day of Janu- 
ary, in the year 178z. Your memoralift being 
his eldeft fon, and heir at law; that fubfequent to 
the death of the faid Benjamin Clofe, proceedings 
were had againft him in the fupreme court of ju- 
dicature of this ftate, to jedgment and conviction 
under the act called the confifcatjon law ;—that 
during the feflion of the Legiflature in the year 
1787, while your memoralift was abfent beyond 
the fea, on the application of certain perfons un- 
friendly to your memoralift, a law was pafled un- 
der prefumption of the validity of the convic- 
tion of the faid Benjamin above mentioned, velting 
the eftate of the faid Benjamin Clofe, ceceafed, 


af 
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fo forfeited in certain truftees therein named for 
the payment of his debts, and dire&ting the over- 
plus to be divided among Stephen Clofe and Mar- 
tha Clofe (half brother and fifter of your memo- 
ralift) and Mary Reynolds, daughter and repre- 
fentative of Mary Reynolds, deceafed; by which 
aét the faid parcel of iand which has been improv- 
ed by the expence and labor of your memoralift, 
has been taken from him contrary to the ordinary 
courfe of decents to the great injury of your me- 
moralift and feveral of his creditors, to whom he 
had mortgaged it in the year 1784, and no crime 
has ever been imputed to your memoralift to his 
knowledge by which he could forfeit his right: 
That the truftees in the faid aét named, under a 
cenvidtion of the juftice of the claim of your me- 
mioralift to the faid lot of land, have delayed mak- 
ing any difpofition of the fame. ‘That your me- 
moraliit might have an opportunity of appealing 
to the Legiflature for relief. Your memoralift begs 
leave further to reprefent, that there isother pro- 
perty both real and perfonal of the faid Benjamin 
Clote, deceated, in pofleffion of the faid truftees 
in the act aforefaid named, amply iufficient to dif- 
charge all the debts of the faid Benjamin Clofe, 
deceafed. " 

Your memoralift therefore humbly prays, that 
the Honorable the Legiflature will by law vett 
him with an eftate in fee fimple in the faid forty 
acres of land, or grant him fuch other relief as 
they in their wifdom fhall think proper, and your 
memoralift as in duty bound, will ever pray, 


In Affembly, February 29, 1788. 
ESOLVED, if the Honorable the Senate con- 
cur herein, that Benjamin Clye of Salem, in 
the county of Weftchefter, have leave to prefent to® 
either houfe of the Legiflature, on the firft Monday 
after a quorum of both houfes frall be convened at 
the next mecting of the Legiflature, after the firft 
Monday in Fuly next, a bill to ve the petitioner 
with an cftate in fee fimple in forty acres of land 
in the faid petition mentioncd, whereof the father of 
the petitioner died feized. Provided, That the pe- 
tittoner do caufe a copy of his faid petition, anda 
copy of this refolution to be previoufly pnblifbed fix 
weeks fucceffively, in two of the public news-papers, 
printed in the city of New-York ; to the end, that 
all perfins who may conceive their intereft affe@ted 
thereby, may appear at the bar of either houfe, 
and foewscaufe againft the paffing fuch bill.
